They are pass- 
ing away fast enough; the war is as a fog 
in the middle of a street; the other 
side of the way grows dimmer and 
dimmer; and these poems lighten up the 
gloom, of a sudden, like a pair of corner 
lamps. We are glad that Mr. Burlxn has 
furbished them up (though they did not 
need it) and sent them out in this durable 
form. For their sake we readily forgive 
the lesser verses. They may be over 
many. They may be inconvenient. But 
who would quarrel with a welcome guest 
because he brings with him a trunk or two 
and a few carpet-bags more than we can 
comfortably crowd into the upper story? 

Presently HoLmzs will be with us once 
more, and so we shall have quite a Christ- 
mas revival of old-fashioned American 
humor, the which ought to quicken in us 
some of that old, good-humored patriot- 
ism the potiticians are trying so persist- 
ently to stamp out. 


Wood Engraving. 

With the growing love of literature 
among our people, we notice how general 
is the custom of making presents appro- 
priate to the Christmas holidays of beauti- 
ful and valuable books. Our friends, the 
book-sellers, have, to be sure, their retired 
cases and closed drawers that contain 
gaudily-bound annuals, with pretentious 
titles, but these are reserved for the coun- 
try trade, and city eyes are rarely regaled 
with the sight of them. A jaunt through 
the different book-stores of the city isa 
pleasant thing for the levers of choice and 
elegantly-bound b<vks; these are conspicu- 
ously displeyed in tempting array in all 
the vook-stores. Books in sets are es- 
pecially numerous, and yet not a few sin- 
gle volumes abound, whose price will not 
frighten the poor scholar or the possessor 
of a short and slender purse. 

Prominent among the rich display of 
history, poetry and science stand the al- 
most innumerable books provided for chil- 
dren. Such ashow would have astonished 
our great-grandfathers more than the op- 
eration of the telegraph or a ride on a rail- 
road-car. The first they would have dis- 
believed, the second would have frightened 
them too much for thought; but we can 
fancy the emotions of those ponderous, 


before a table covered with such literary 
confectionery for the infant mind. 
Very much engrossed they would soon 
become, we have no doubt; and as the 
flavor of one of OLIVER Orric's books, 
for example, or of Mx ReErp’s stories 
reaches their palate, we can fancy the 
mixed expression of wonder, annoyafhce, 
and bewilderment that would appear upon 
their countenances. It would be invid- 
ious to particularize, but at the present 
time, when the pendulum of the popular 
taste has swumg to such a great extreme in 
providing books for children's use, we can 
only say that the amount of trash neatly 
done upin muslin covers and elaborately 


is positively alarming. Promiscuous pur- 
chasing isto be avoided. We would as 
soon think of going into a drug store and 
select our medicines by using no other 
test than the relative sound of the names 
of the various drugs as to buy books for 
the dear little ones simply by their titles. 

In books for an older class of readers 
there is but little new to notice. Scarcely 
asingle new work of special interest or 
importance is to be met with, The dearth 
was noticeable last year, but it is still more 
so this; though there are many standard 
works of which new editions have been 
published both in England and our own 
country, and these in every variety of 
binding, with fresh illustrations and clear 
type, are always acceptable. 

It was upon the point of illustration, how- 
ever, that we intended to speak originally, 
for there has suddenly sprung up a new 
and ever-increasing fondness for wood- 
cuts, and the great multiplication 
of books for children has caused 
this in a great measure. This is 
shown even in the ordinary school books, 
in the various readers and geographies, in 
which the cuts are often strikingly artistic, 
while the various periodicals published for 
children contain many pictures well 
worthy of a permanent place on the wall. 
The powerful hand of Bewicx, the great 
engraver on wood, arrested for atime the 
decadence of the art, but he lived a cen- 
tury ago, and after him the decay con- 
tinued. We have just about got back now 
to his standard, as the late edition of 
Esop's Fables just published, with all of 
Bewics's original designs, can testify. 

The best exponent, however, of what 
the present age can do in wood engraving, 
or rather what our American engravers can 
do, is tobe seen in a beautiful book just 
from the press of D. ArrIxrox & Co. It 
is the Story of the Fountain py wu. c. 
Bryant. Just fifty years ago a volume of 
poems by this author appeared, and since 
then what added laurels have the succeed- 
ing years not brought this noblest and best 
of poets and of men! What other poet has 
sung so sublimely of nature, and so taught 
the heart of the entranced listener to rise 
from nature up to nature's Gop?’ We were 
lamenting the other day that no edition of 
his works had yet been issued fine enough 
or rich enough for his admirers. But we 
can wait, for we know it will come in 
time. We noticed last year about this 
time a book that must have delighted every 
friend of Brrant and of art: The Song 
of the Sower; its companion is now before 
us: The Story of the Fountain; and it is 
difficult to tell which is the more exquis- 
ite, the poetry or the illustrations. The 
wood-cuts—of which there are forty-two— 
are the best of their kind. They are from 
the designs of Fexn, Hows, and FrEvDER- 
1cks; and Linton, HARLEY, BoBBETT and 
others have engraved for these with rare 
fidelity and delicacy of touch. Not a 
page in the book but that is as beautiful as 
can be desired, and will furnish plenty of 
food for study and thought. The book 
comprises in its covers part of the very 
best that America has as yet done in poe- 
try and art. It may be seen at any of our 
book-stores, and it will deservedly be the 


most popular gift-book of the season.

After much consideration he 
made the appointments. Unfortunately, one of 
them was absent and did not know of his ap- 
pointment in time to make arrangements; the 
other, finding that it was impossible for him to 
attend, sent word to that effect: but it was then 
too late to appoint others, and thus it was that 
the Louisville Board of Trade was not represent- 
ed at St. Louis. 

But, at the meeting of November 23d, a com- 
mittee of five, to whom the president of the 
board was added, was appointed, whose 
especial duty was to devise a plan for 
the thorough reorganization of the board, 
to be reported at a meeting to 
be held on the 29th, and, if adopted, to go into 
operation on the ist of January. That commit- 
tee was not readyto report, and the meeting 
appointed for the 29th was not held—has not yet 
been held. It would be a matter of interest to 
know whether or not that committee is yet 
ready to report. There remains but half a 
month to close up the present year, and, if the 
board is to be reorganized, and put upon a new 
and living footing on the lat of January, it is high 
time the plan of operation was reported. What 
say the committee—are they ready to report? 

A committee was also appointed to canvass 
the city and secure sufficient funds to pay the 
debts of the board, so that the newly-organized 
institution might go forward unembarrassed. 
As there has been no meeting of the board since 
the 23d of November, of course that committee 
has not been able to make a report. 
meeting were called to-morrow or next day, can 
the committee report any success? The spirit 
manifested at the two meetings specified was 
most emphatically in favor of pushing forward. 
Has the enthusiasm died out already, or shall 
the board go forward with new life’ Outside 
men don t like to see the central trade organiza- 
tion of the city cease its labors, but hope it will 
go forward in its very necessary work—will it do

Her merchants know the value of the 
trade, and they are determined to have their 
share and ours too, if they can get it, and they 
will get it it we, as a mercantile community, 
make no effort to obtain it. Will our people 
work, or will they go to sleep and let their wide- 
awake rivals carry off all the prizes? 

Memphis was represented inthe Shreveport 
convention on the Wth October last, and Mem- 
phis intends to have rail commucication with 
Shreveport as speedily as it can be accomplished. 
But it won't do for Louisville to await the com- 
plet ion of that connection in the hope of secur- 
ing the trade through. Memphis, for long before 
the road is built St. Louis and Cincinnati will 
have appropriated all the trade which does not 
naturally seek New Orleans, or will not be se- 
cured by Memphis herself. 

It won't do to say that we failed to Keep a lins 
of boats in the rich Arkansas trade, much nearer 
to us than Red river, and, therefore, we can not | 
sustain a line tothe latter. A failure ip one di- 
rection is no excuse for refusing to make proper 
efforts in another—no excuse even for failing to 
renew the efforts far the Arkan- 
sas trade.

Be- 
cause a line of packetsto Arkansas was a fail- 14 
ure, is no reason a barge line would not succeed. 

It is not necessary to provide fine passenger 
packets, for they would be a waste of money, 
and worse than useless; travel, in these days, 
except for short distances, is not by boat, but 
by rail, unless the boat is the only resource. 
The Arkansas merchant, the Red river merchant, 
the Texas merchant,-will use the rail te do his 
travéling hither and back, but prefers water 
transportation, especially for tong distances, 
and on heavy or bulky goods. A barge line, if it 
should, in the beginning, be nothing but a little 
harbor tug and an old keel-boat or two, would be 
infinitely better than nothing—and that's just 
what Louisville has now. 

Louisville has always been reproached with a 
lack of enterprise to begin a new trade, and en- 
ergy to follow it up. That there is good founda- 
tion for the reproach can't be denied; but, be- 
cause we have been laggards in the past, is that 
any reason we should continue 80 forever? 
There must comea time to wake up. When 
shall it be? Might as well be nowasa hundred 
years hence. A hundred thousand dollars will 
make successful two barge lines—one to Arkan 
sas, the other up Red river—and what is a bun- 
dred thousand dollars to Main street? There are 
a hundred houses on Main street that could at- 
ford to gire away a thousand dollars each, even 
if the stock was valueless at the end of a year; 
and then they could afford to give another thou- 
sand each for the next year, and the next, and 
the next, and yet would not feo) it, if they were 
to keep an account of the profits they would be 
certain to make on the trade they did secure— 
ail of which would be in addition to that they are 
now doing. 

“Nothing venture, nothing galn; and he 
who will not invest one dollarina public enter- 
prise which common éxperience tells him is for 
the good of the community, and of course for 
himself, unless he can at the same moment see 
where he is to get back two dollars before the 
one is out of his pocket, does not deserve the 
one dollar. Because A. does not expect any 
trade from the Arkansas or Red River, is no 
reason he should not be willing to help forward 
an enterprise which he knows will benefit the 
whole community, for the commonest observa- 
tion must teach him, if he is teachable, that that 
which benefits the whole cannot help benefiting 
every part. Nor does he know that he will not 
be directly benefited—he has no reason for 
knowing it—can not know it, till the effort has 
been made. 

What do the merchants say, andthe manu- 
facturers? will they pick up the push, the vim, 
the energy and the determination, or will they 
rest contented under the reproach which is con- 
atantly and increasingly heaped upon them?

the manager, refasing to put any more 
tickets in the hands of agents, but offering to 
sell them any number they thought they could 
dispose ot. Nearly all those who had been 


the drawing, and willing to keep what they might 
fail to sell and run the risk of getting their mon- 
ey back in the way of prises. W. Scott Glore's 
experience is an example of all. He bought 
tickets enough, he supposed, to supply all de- 
mands at his counter, and had his wagon in the 
streets early in the morning with a large placard 
stating that tickets would be sold at his estab- 
lishment up to ten o'clock Friday night. His 
store was no sooner opened than the stream of 
ticket-buyers commenced flowing in. The} kept 
him busy dealing out the magic slips, crowds 
gathering about the door waiting their turn to 
be served, and to his astonishment the supply 
he bad expected to last till ten o'clock at night 
was entirely exbausted long before noon. When 
it became known that no more tickets were to be 
bad the disappointment of those who had delayed 
too long was great, and the excitement seemed 
to increase. As much as twenty-five dollars 
was offered for a single ticket and declined. 


Everywhere on the streets men were asking 


where they could buy tickets, and everywhere 


n same answer was returned. Eager offers 


were made for a share in clubs already formed, 
and even there the applicants generally met 
with disappointment. It seemed as if every 
ticket-holder were sure of ‘he capital prize, and 
would scarcely part with the bit of paper en- 
titling him to it for any consideration that 
could be named.

While the agents’ places were thronced, knots 
of men gathered on the street corners and in 
the hotels, and discussed the draw- 
ing.

(many came to receive, 48 they fondly hoped, if 
not the big prize, at least ome big enough to add 
materially to their fortunes) served to swell the 
flow of talk. Bets on individual numbers were 
fashionable, and for a time tickets passed much 
more currently than greenbacks. Men and wo- 
men went to bed with their tickets under their 
pillows, and huge numerals raced through their 
dreams like droves of nightmares. 

The eventful morning dawned at last. Weie- 
iger Hall was opened to ticket-holders a little 
before seven o'clock, and the preparations for 
the drawing were soon made.

The animal is represented as being 
cross-eyed, with one optic green and the other 
yellow; several inches brouder across the back 
and shoulders thau other large canines; 
speckled all over with curiously-shaped spots 
bearing a singular but regular relation to each 
other, and possessing clairvovant, clairaudient 
and ventriloquial powers. Timid people, who 
are infatuated with a smattering of spiritua!- 
ism, declare that the actions of the dog clear- 
ly indicate that he sees spirits and bears them 
talk. As to whetber these spirits are from the 
other world of dogs, or are the unquiet ghoats of 
his former masters, the dog is as silent as Pres- 
debt Grant finds it advisable to be in sensible 
company. The animal has n*ver been known to eat 
any thing, and yet is unusually fat. He is not 
ferocious, but is at times quite animated, es 
pecially when he appears to be in company, a 1d 
conversing with persons unseen by the natura! 
‘ye. His ventriloquial powers are highly culti- 
vated and very amusing. They seem to he di- 
rected by an intelligence rarely possesse 1 by 
mortals of any species. 

The citizens of the county having naturally be- 
come curious to know something mor about the 
strange animal, he was watched and guarded by 
different persons, and in this it was discovered 
that he never ate anything, but it was not ascer- 
tained whether his abstemiousness was the re- 
sult of having been crossed in love, or of a 
miserty disposition that avoided the expense of 
food, or a lazy one that avoided the trouble, or 
whether bis teeth were bad and he couldn't 
mesticate his victuals. In all other respects his 
bebits were not unlike others of his kind. 

This dog simply, from his curious appearance, 
hebits ard powers, became an object of terror 
in the neighborhood.
